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Council staff 
pull the most 
siddes in UK

STAFF at Luton Borough 
Council take more days off sick 
than any other council in the 
country. 

The 3,218 Town Hall employees 
were off for an average of 13.38 
working days each last year, 
meaning a total of 43,056.84 days 
were lost to illness - or the equiv¬ 
alent of 170 years in working 
days. 

The cost is around £2.6 million 
in staff wages. 

More than 100 sick days were 
taken off by council employees in 
2009 for ‘addictions’. 

The council would not release 
the figures without a Freedom of 
Information request by Luton on 
Sunday. 

Luton Borough Council is by far 
the worst offenders with neigh¬ 
bouring Central Bedfordshire 
Council clocking up a mere 9.43 
days in comparison. 


Staff at Luton could well be the 
worst in the entire country, with 
figures showing the next highest 
offender as Craven District 
Council with 12.61 days. 

The figure for the private sector 
is an average of 5.8 days. 

5,397 days were taken of by 
Luton staff for mental health con¬ 
ditions while 11,451 were missed 
because of musculoskeletal con¬ 
ditions. Respiratory conditions, 
such as colds, meant another 
8,524 days were taken off. 

A Luton Borough Council 
spokeswoman said: “Luton has a 
particularly efficient process for 
recording sickness which, we 
believe, is more efficient than 
most other councils and it’s 
important to remember that fig¬ 
ures can be very misleading. 

“In fact, because we monitor 
sickness records very closely, we 
know most of our staff have an 
excellent sickness record and a 
few serious long-term sickness 
cases have skewed our overall fig¬ 
ures. 

“The council’s new chief execu¬ 
tive, Trevor Holden, is also taking 


an active interest in the levels of 
sickness and is working with 
Heads of Service to explore ways 
of further improving the short¬ 
term sickness levels.” 

Senior council officers were 
meeting on Friday to address the 
issue. 

A Taxpayers’ Alliance spokes¬ 
woman said: “These figures from 
Luton Borough Council are just 
incredible, even compared to 
other local authorities who 
always eclipse the private sector 
when it comes to the number of 
days lost through illness.” 

■ One employee is showing the 
way and has not had a day off sick 
in nearly half a century. 

Margaret Wiggett, who was 
awarded an MBE in 1995, has 
worked as a lollipop lady for 
Stopsley Primary School in 
Hitchin Road for 45 years but has 
never called in sick. 

Her only days off have been for 
a cataract operation in 2002 and a 
week of bereavement when hus¬ 
band Bob died in 1985 - but she 
returned to work the day after his 
funeral. 



Father’s agony after decision 
not to strike off Nikki’s doc 


FORMER Luton on Sunday saleswom¬ 
an Nikki Sams was only 26 when her life 
was tragically snatched away from us in 
August 2007. 

On Wednesday Dr Navin Shankar, the 
GP who failed to spot her cervical can¬ 
cer eight times, was told he was allowed 
to carry on practising. 

Yesterday - exactly three years to the 
day since Nikki died - her devastated 
father, Mike Sams, branded the deci¬ 
sion by a professional panel not to 
strike him off ‘outrageous’. 

The 55-year-old, from Luton, said: 


“Every day is the same - Nikki’s not here 
any more. Our pain will never heal. 
This is not closure. 

“We’ve got to go through this life, but 
for Dr Shankar there’s no punishment 
at all. The severity of what he’s done has 
got to match up with the severity of the 
punishment given to him - but in this 
case it hasn’t. 

“It’s outrageous and totally unaccept¬ 
able.”

Council staff sickies included ‘burn out’ and ‘genital injury’ 


LETHARGY, stiffness and a 
broken tooth are among 
the reasons given for 
council staff sickies, 
costing the taxpayers more 
than £2m in a year. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council employees took off 
an average 9.43 days last 
year - meaning a total of 
24,659 working days were 
lost to illness - the 
equivalent of nearly 98 
working years. 


Examples of the reasons 
why staff were off sick 
have now emerged. 

The list includes: hayfever, 
relationship problems, a 
stiff neck, wheezing, tennis 
elbow, bruising, burn out 
and a genital injury. 

Cllr Maurice Jones [right] 
said: “As part of its general 
duty of care to employees, 
Central Bedfordshire 
Council has in place robust 
procedures and guidelines 


to support staff and 
manage sickness absence, 
so colleagues are as fit and 
healthy as they can be and 
continue to provide 
services to local people. 

“When staff do go off sick 
we have rigorous 
monitoring procedures in 
place to help minimise the 
length of time and 
frequency of sickness and 
also to reduce any 
associated costs.” 



Town’s Lib Dems are 
not backing city bid

LIBERAL Democrats are not sip- 
porting Luton’s city status bid - 
but they are over in Milton 
Keynes. 

The Party’s 17-strong contingent 
at Luton Borough Council is scep¬ 
tical as to the benefits of trying to 
upgrade the town’s official stand¬ 
ing at a cost of £50,000. 

But that is clearly not the case at 
nearby Milton Keynes, where 22 
Lib Dem councillors have given its 
proposals the thumbs-up. 

Last month Luton North’s 
Labour MP Kelvin Hopkins hosted 
a special event in Westminster to 
launch the official city status bid, 
with town chiefs forecasting a £5 
billion potential windfall if it is 
successful. 

Lib Dem leader David Franks 
said: “We do understand city sta¬ 
tus bid would bring some prestige, 
no doubt. 

“At a time when the council is 
cutting back on services for chil¬ 
dren and older people, is this the 
right time to spend large sums of 
money on a city status bid? It is 


£50,000 for this year, and it could 
well be more next year to put the 
case to the Government.” 

But this week Lib Dem council¬ 
lor Andy Strange said: “When we 
are dealing with public money, 
we’re asking the question of 
whether this should be a priority 
for the council. 

“MK is a completely different 
town to Luton. I’m not sure you 
can make a direct comparison. If 
they think it’s a good idea over 
there, then they think it’s a good 
idea. 

“We are questioning this not 
because we don’t want to promote

Luton - that would be ridiculous.” 

The council’s Labour leader, 
Hazel Simmons, said: “Feedback 
from recent new cities is that city 
status is potentially worth billions 
to the local economy through 
inward investment. 

“Sunderland lists its advantages 
as 30,000 additional jobs created, 
with inward investment reported 
at £5 billion. 

“Newport has become a sporting 
city and has seen the Ryder Cup 
brought to the town.” 


Supermarket sweeps away car park fines 


CUSTOMERS who were wrongly fined for parking at a 
supermarket because of a mix-up will all be given 
refunds. 

Cameras record the time vehicles enter and leave 
Aldi’s car park in Church Street, Dunstable, which has 
a one-hour free time limit. 

But last month drivers were fined during the intro¬ 
ductory period for the new parking system - even 
though they should have been exempt while they ‘got 
used’ to it. 

Michael Berry, 60, of Woodside, Eaton Bray, was one 
such customer. He visited the store on July 5 and 
stayed for only 48 minutes, which should have left 
him with 12 minutes to spare. 

Like many others, he did not realise he had to enter 
his car’s registration into a terminal to activate the 
free hour. 

Car park management firm Parking Eye then sent 
Mr Berry a letter ordering him to pay a fine, which he 
did. 

But, having lodged a complaint, Mr Berry has had 
his money refunded. 

Mr Berry said: “I did get the money back but there 
must be hundreds of people who have had to pay 
fines unnecessarily. 

“I was told by Aldi that I should have received a let¬ 
ter to tell me I did not have to pay the fine but I didn’t. 

“It has been such a pain. They shouldn’t have been 
sending them out in the first place.” 

Andy Paul, head of Aldi PR, refused to comment on 
how many customers were affected. 

But he did go on to say: “We do apologise for any 
inconvenience caused to our customers. 

“We are looking into the matter internally and we 
are working with Parking Eye into the wrongfully 
issued fines and we are refunding customers.” 

A Parking Eye spokesman said: “It was a decision by 



us to refund the customers who had also received 
fines for the same thing.” 

The introductory period has now finished and the 
system is fully up and running.

Doc allowed to practise 
after fetal cancer errors

A DOCTOR who failed to spot a 
patient's fatal cervical cancer eight 
times has been allowed to carry on 
practising. 

Nikki Sams, 26, died in August 2007 
after the cancer spread to her lungs, 
spine and neck despite repeated 
complaints of irregular bleeding and 
abdominal pain. 

On Monday, a professional panel 
told Dr Navin Shankar, 59, his ‘fitness 
to practise is impaired’ after he 
ignored her requests for hospital 
checks and never performed an 
internal examination at Wigmore 
Lane Health Centre. 

That was despite Nikki, who worked 
for this newspaper as a senior 
saleswoman, telling Dr Shankar in 
person eight times about her 
problems between November 1999 
and July 2004. 

She was eventually diagnosed with 
cervical cancer after she was 
transferred to another GP practice 
following Dr Shankar being 
suspended for a separate case of seri¬ 
ous misconduct involving a nine- 
day-old baby. 

But on Wednesday Dr Shankar was 
told he could carry on practising - 
despite having been found guilty of 
serious misconduct by a General 
Medical Council (GMC) panel - as 
long as he is ‘closely supervised’ and 
spends 18 months in NHS training 
practices. The GMC registers doctors 


to practise medicine in the UK and 
says its ‘purpose is to protect, 
promote and maintain the health and 
safety of the public by ensuring 
proper standards in the practice of 
medicine’. 

After the announcement Nikki’s 
dad, Mike Sams, told Luton on 
Sunday : “I think that the verdict 
reached by the GMC is outrageous. 
How can Dr Shankar not have been 
‘struck off’? 

“It is completely beyond me. In my 
daughter’s terribly sad case, he was 
found to have made so many serious 
errors. 

“The basic performance 
assessment which he requested again 
showed him to be ‘totally unsatisfac¬ 
tory’ in his performance as a doctor. 
He failed this miserably. 

“This leads to the question of just 
how bad doctors have to be before 
they are ‘struck off’, and why is their 
performance not monitored in some 
way? After all we are talking about life 
and death decisions here.” 

The GMC’s director of standards 
and fitness to practise, Paul Philip, 
said: “The case of Nicola Sams is 
tragic and we want to express our 
sympathy to her family. 

“Fitness to practice panels reach 
their decisions independently - 
having considered all the evidence - 
and the doctor has a right to appeal a 
decision to the High Court, so it 
would be inappropriate to comment 
on the individual circumstances of 
this case.” 



Shock as figures reveal child, six, arrested for robbery 


A SIX-YEAR-OLD arrested for 
robbery this year was one of 
50 under-lls to be 
apprehended since 2007, we 
can reveal. 

Of those arrested, 42 were 
aged ten, including one in 
2008 for arson with intent to 
endanger life, and another for 
being in possession of a knife 
or sharply pointed article. 

So far this year, two ten- 
year-olds have been arrested 
for assault occasioning ABH. 


Another one was arrested for 
breach of bail conditions, 
with another for assault by 
beating. There were also 
three others arrested on 
charges of theft. 

The most common arrest 
since 2007 has been for 
criminal damage to property 
valued under £5,000, for 
which 11 children aged ten 
have been arrested. 

Of the younger offenders, 
three nine-year-olds were 


arrested for breach of the 
peace (as well as two ten- 
year-olds) in 2008. 

An eight-year-old was 
arrested in 2007 for an 
attempted theft from a shop. 

But 2008 was the worst 
year for arrests, with 22 
children being arrested. 

The figures, which were 
released on July 27 under the 
Freedom of Information Act, 
give no indication of what the 
specifics of each case are 


and how many different 
children were arrested. 

A child under the age of ten 
cannot be prosecuted for a 
criminal offence. 

A spokeswoman for The 
Children’s Society said: “We 
have particular concerns 
about cuts in local 
government spending which 
could lead to the closure of 
innovative community 
schemes aimed at reducing 
youth offending.” 
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Two arrests as £3,000 
of drugs seized in raid 


TWO drug dealers were 
arrested and drugs valued at 
£3,000 seized during a police 
raid on Thursday. 

Officers found more than 
100 wraps of heroin, 60 
wraps of crack cocaine, 
methadone and a large 
amount of cash at a flat on 
Foxglove Way, Luton. 

A man and a woman, both 
aged 30, were arrested at the 
scene for possession of Class 
A drugs with intent to supply. 

They were both later bailed 
to return to Luton Police 
Station on October 11. 


Drugs Field Intelligence 
officer Craig Gurr said: “This 
was a significant seizure of 
some of the drugs that are 
infesting our local 
community. We are currently 
building pictures of other 
drug dealers in the Luton area 
and it is our intention to 
make their lives very 
uncomfortable. 

“I urge anyone who has

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Drugs bust leads to jail 


A LABOURER who was found with hun¬ 
dreds of bags of cannabis has been 
jailed for 12 months. 

Patrick Furey, 20, was sent to a 
young offenders institute but was 
expected to be released in a matter of 
weeks having spent 157 days on 
remand. 

Furey, of Rueley Dell Road, Lilley, was 
found with the drugs during a police 
search of his home on February 19 and 
he was arrested and charged with pos¬ 
session. 

He pleaded guilty at North 
Hertfordshire Magistrates’ Court and 
admitted that he had breached his bail 
conditions for a previous charge of 
theft. 

Prosecuting, Rebecca Smith, said 
police searched Furey’s room which was 


an outbuilding of his family’s home, 
and found a large amount of skunk 
cannabis hidden in shoe boxes. 

There was a total of 162 small plastic 
bags containing between 1.59g and 2.5g 
of cannabis each. 

Police estimated that it had a street 
value of between £3,000 and £4,000. 

In interview, Furey admitted to police 
that the drugs were his but said he the 
drugs were partly for his own use as he 
was a heavy cannabis user. 

He said that when he did sell, he sold 
the bags at a rate of £20 each from 
which he earned £100 per week. 

Sentencing Furey on August 5, Judge 
Michael Kay QC issued no further 
penalty for a breach of bail conditions 
but ordered the destruction of the 
drugs.

The perpetrators of the 
attempted robbery ran past me 
with blood over their faces. 

When I asked the shopkeepers 
if they reported the crime to the 
police, they said ‘no, it wasn’t 
worth it’. 

So I in fact did myself to a local 
police special. Was this incident 
investigated? No. nothing came 
of it. 

While the police may think the 
streets of Luton are safer, I 
myself will agree with the general 
thoughts of the town’s folk and 
say the streets are worse than 
ever.

British railways are far 
from the worlds envy 


D EAR Philip Hammond, 
Secretary of State for 
Transport. 

I have just returned from my holi¬ 
days, which, in case you care, were 
very pleasant. 

Part of my time away was in Italy 
and myself, my wife and seven-year- 
old daughter, had occasion to catch 
the train from Rome to Civitaveccia. 

The distance of this journey is 
roughly equivalent to that from 
Bedford, where we live, to London. 
The cost, for the three of us, was 
11.80 Euros, around £9.00. A second 
class single for two adults and a child 
from Bedford to London is £56.25. At 
off-peak it would still be 
£46.00. 

I am sure the difference in price 
staggers you as much as it did me. 
The Italian train was on time, very 
comfortable, with larger seats and 
arm rests for all and very clean. 

There was plenty of space for lug¬ 
gage. 

On my last three trips to London 
this year I have had to stand each 
time, in a scruffy, overcrowded train, 
which was late on one occasion and 


was cancelled on another, due to 
the lack of a driver. 

Now I am aware that Italian trains 
used to be subsidised but that is 
apparently not the case any more. 

They used also to be open to 
ridicule but have passed that mantle 
on to us. The cost difference and dif¬ 
ferences in quality of experience are, 
though, subsidy or not, quite incred¬ 
ible. 

This does not just apply to Italy, as I 
have driven on trains across Europe 
and have yet to find a service as 
poor, or expensive as the English 
experience. 

I am sure I do not need to remind 
you that the Conservative 
Government in the 1980s privatised 
the railways in this country, promis¬ 
ing this would make them more effi¬ 
cient, more comfortable, better 
maintained and more competitively 
priced. You must agree, however 
reluctantly, that the opposite is now 
the case. 

I recognise that a rag-bag of Labour 
Governments were in power for the 
last decade and may have driven the 
Conservative plan off course. I hear

daily that almost everything else is 
their fault so can believe that they 
are culpable in this as well. 

Still it does not sit well with your 
Government’s old ideology of private 
industry-run good, state-run bad, or 
your new philosophy of a Big Society 
coupled with a cleaner environment, 
to have the worst run, most expen¬ 
sive train service in Europe. 

I am writing to ask what your new 
Government has in mind, what you 
think of this situation and more 
importantly, what you plan to do 
about it. 

I wish your new Government well 
and would be happy to help in any 
practical way to ensure that the 
British railway system is once again 
the envy of the world, rather than 
the laughing stock. 

In case you are unfortunate enough 
not to receive a copy of Luton on 
Sunday, I have written this to you 
personally and copied in the relevant 
local MPs.

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David’s fight to keep 
British fish swimming 


PROFESSOR David Rawson and 
his team have so far taken near¬ 
ly 700 samples from more than 
100 species of fish living in 
British waters. 

This is, however, only a third 
of the estimated number of fish 
that the group needs to collect 
for the Frozen Ark project. 

The work, which is part of a 
worldwide project, will ‘bank’ 
these samples for future gener¬ 
ations and will leave a frozen 
database of live cells and tissue 
in case any of the species 
become extinct. 

Professor Rawson (pictured), 
who works at the LIRANS 
Institute of Research in the 
Applied Natural Sciences, based 
at the Butterfield Park campus 
in Luton, explains what the 
project is all about. 

“Cryobiology is essentially the 
preservation of cells and tissues 
and a lot of work has gone into 
that area. 

“In about 1990, we wanted to 
preserve some cells actually on 
to biosensor electrodes and the 
only way we thought we could 
do it was to freeze the cells 
using extreme low temperature 
cryopreservation. 

“That led to a completely dif¬ 
ferent programme of research 
in extreme low temperature 
biology, and cryopreservation 
of cells. 

“We can freeze the 
sperm, egg and embryo 
of certain animal 
groups, like mam¬ 
mals, which means 
we can undertake 
assisted reproduc¬ 
tion in those 
groups. 

“However, we 
found a real 
problem with 
fish where we 
are unable to 
freeze eggs or 
embryos, only 
the sperm. Which 
means we can’t 
use cryopreserved 
gametes to reproduce

the species. In 1992, we started 
to look at why we can’t freeze 
the eggs or embryos, and we 
are still working on this prob¬ 
lem.” 

He explained how, with the 
samples they have now got, 
scientists have access to the full 
genetic data for the species and 
could be used to revitalise fish 
numbers if they were becoming 
extinct. 

He said: “The Frozen Ark proj¬ 
ect is about fish 
that are in 
danger of 
extinc¬ 
tion and 




fish in British waters, which is 
about 250 marine species and 
50 freshwater species. Most of 
these are not considered to be 
highly endangered but about 
half a dozen including cod and 
skate are identified as being 
under threat and climate 
change is currently a serious 
risk.” 

Ever the controversial topic, 
climate change is something 
Professor Rawson believes is 
occurring. 

“Climate change is very real. 
We have seen fish normally 
found in the Mediterranean in 
the sea over here. 

“That can only be because of 
the rise in water temperatures. 

“They will displace fish and 
the British species will be lost 
to us and that starts to put 
everything under pressure and 
then of course global climate 
change is exacerbated by 
humans. 

“Pollution and over-fishing of 

such fish as cod means that it 
is quite likely that within 50 
years some of the species 

I will be extinct.” 

There are more than 
30,000 known species of 
fish in the world and many 
more may swim undiscov¬ 
ered in the deepest, darkest 
i' parts of the ocean. 

Professor Rawson said: “We 
are discovering new ones all 
the time but we are also losing 
species including possibly ones 
that we don’t even know about 
yet.”

A FILM documenting a real-life 
murder investigation in Luton 
will be shown on TV next week. 

Double Murder: the Inside 
Story follows detectives as they 
hunt for the killers of two Polish 
brothers who had been brutally 
stamped to death. 

The bodies of Waldemar 
Markuszewski, 43, and Andrzej 
Markuszewski, 46, were found at 
their home in Dunsmore Road, 
Luton on June 1, 2005. 

Remiguisz Piotrowski and 
Marek Miazga were both con¬ 
victed of the horrific murder and 
are now serving life sentences. 

The events of the day started 
with a chilling 999 call from the 
woman who discovered the 
body. 

She is heard saying: “Oh my 
god, oh my god, there’s two of 
them dead.” 

This was the dramatic begin¬ 
ning of an extraordinary inves¬ 
tigative saga. 



It would take Detective 
Superintendent Andrew Richer, 
one of Britain’s top detectives, 
all over Europe in search of jus¬ 
tice and four years and £1.4 mil¬ 
lion to bring the murderers to 
justice. 

As the emergency call came in, 
it so happened that a TV crew 
was on hand, in the process of 
making a documentary about a 


routine day with the Bedford¬ 
shire Police scenes of crime unit 
at Luton. 

Within minutes, the crew was 
on its way to the incident with 
two scenes of crime officers and 
filmed there before the victims’ 
lives were formally declared 
extinct - and almost daily for the 
next four years. 

The result is a revelation. The 
film is a forensic record of the 
reality of a 21st century murder 
enquiry: a multi-disciplinary 
team effort utterly at odds with 
its fictional equivalent; it is a por¬ 
trait of a real-life Bergerac or 
Morse, with Andrew Richer as a 
graduate in English literature 
with a penchant for quoting 
Shakespeare and an obsession 
with American football; and it’s 
an uplifting tale of persistence, 
ingenuity, international co-oper¬ 
ation and obfuscation and - 
eventually - justice. 

Double Murder: the Inside 
Story will be shown on Sky’s 
Crime and Investigation Network 
next Thursday at 9pm.

Academy project back on 
track as funding is found

A £14.5 million academy rebuild 
project got the green light this 
week - after having been thrown 
into serious doubt. 

Plans to redevelop All Saints 
Academy in Houghton Road, 
Dunstable, had looked in jeop¬ 
ardy last month when the new 
Coalition Government axed a 
national Building Schools for the 
Future scheme. 

But the Department for 
Education has now reallocated 
funding for All Saints, and pro¬ 
posals will be administered 
through Central Bedfordshire 
Council. 

The school’s older buildings will 
be replaced with modern, pur¬ 
pose built structure ‘better suited 



to the educational needs of 
pupils’ while retaining some of 
the sports facilities. 

Details of when funding will be 
released, exact plans for 
improvements and when work 
will commence are still to be 
announced. 

All Saints’ Academy Principal 
Tom Waterworth said: “The news 
that our building project will go 
ahead as originally envisaged is 


great news for the parents and 
students of Dunstable and 
Houghton Regis. 

“We will have an academy 
building of which we will be very 
proud. My thanks go to all stake¬ 
holders for their untiring efforts 
to make sure that the building 
programme goes ahead as origi¬ 
nally planned.” 

Cllr Anita Lewis said: “This 
news will kickstart a process in 
Dunstable to bring learning into 
the 21st Century” 

South West Bedfordshire MP 
Andrew Selous, who has lobbied 
for All Saints to retain the fund¬ 
ing, said: “I am thrilled that the 
programme at All Saints can go 
ahead. They will now in time 
have a building complementing 
the excellent teaching that the 
school has to offer.” 


Woman, 21, acquitted on cat-fight stabbing charge 


A YOUNG woman broke down in 
tears when a jury cleared her of 
a serious charge of stabbing 
another female. 

Natasha Zeolla, 21, had clutched a 
Bible during her two-day trial at 
Luton Crown Court. 

She had pleaded not guilty to 
wounding Vanessa Jones with 
intent to cause grievous bodily 
harm at a house in Luton on July 
9 last year. 

The jury heard that the two 
women were at a friend’s house in 


Fourth Avenue, Sundon Park, 
‘chilling out’ - but ended up in a cat 
fight during which they admitted 
punching and biting each other. 

The householder broke them up 
and asked them to leave, but the 
jury heard conflicting accounts of 
what happened next. 

The prosecution alleged Miss 
Zeolla took a large knife from the 
kitchen, made a threat to kill Miss 
Jones and then stabbed her in the 
side of her stomach. She spent 
two days in hospital. 


But the defendant, who at the 
time was living at Green Court, 
Luton, said the householder waved 
a knife at her and she grabbed it, 
and then she was assaulted from 
behind by Miss Jones and the knife 
caught her as she defended 
herself. 

Miss Zeolla was not arrested until 
December when she was found 
living near Hastings. 

The jury took less than an hour 
to return a unanimous not guilty 
verdict on Wednesday.

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Another member of 
drug gang found guilty 


A SEVENTH member of the drug 
gang arrested in Lewsey Farm in 
September last year has been 
found guilty. 

Michael Birch, 20, of Rush 
Court, Leighton Buzzard, was 
remanded in custody at Luton 
Crown Court last Wednesday and 
will be sentenced next month for 
his part in a major organised 
crime gang. 

He is one of nine people who 
were arrested in a huge police 
operation codenamed Paddle - 
which followed months of sur¬ 
veillance and intelligence gather¬ 
ing. 

More than 400 officers were 
involved in the arrests in 
September, many of them armed, 
in raids that took them to 23 
properties in Luton, Stevenage, 
Milton Keynes and Leighton 
Buzzard. The gang were involved 
in supplying cocaine and other 
Class A drugs to Luton and south 
Bedfordshire. 

During the raids a firearm, 
drugs and cash were found, and 
dangerous chemicals found at 
one house thought to be used in 
the production of drugs necessi¬ 
tated the evacuation of all the res¬ 
idents until it was made safe. 

One of the gang, Niall McErlane, 
20, from Moorland Gardens, 
Luton, was recently found guilty 
of murdering Houghton Regis 
resident Richard Long in a row 
about drugs. His identity has 



been prohibited by the court up 
until now for legal reasons but 
can now be revealed. 

He had been charged with con¬ 
spiracy to supply class A drugs as 
part of this operation but as he is 
now serving 26 years for murder, 
the courts have ordered this 
charge to lie on file, rather than 
proceed with it. 

The other members of the gang, 
who pleaded guilty at earlier 
hearings, were: 

■ Mark Birch, 24, of Chatsworth 
Court, Stevenage, pleaded guilty 
to two counts of Conspiracy to 
Supply Class A Drugs, namely 
Cocaine and Diamorphine. 

■ Cliveroy Birch, 20, of Park 
Street, Luton, pleaded guilty to 
two counts of Conspiracy to 
Supply Class A Drugs. 

■ Fabreece Mullins, 18, of 


Huckleberry Close, Walnut Tree, 
Milton Keynes, pleaded guilty to 
two counts of Conspiracy to 
Supply Class A Drugs 

■ Alicia Murphy, 22, of 
Chatsworth Court, Stevenage, 
pleaded guilty to money launder¬ 
ing. 

■ Ori Cyrille, 19, of Wedgewood 
Road, Luton, pleaded guilty to 
two counts of Conspiracy to 
Supply Class A Drugs. 

■ Mohan Rahman, 23, of 
Strangers Way, Luton, pleaded 
not guilty to two counts of 
Conspiracy to Supply Class A Drugs. 

DI Ged McCarthy, who led 
Operation Paddle, said: “Far from 
being popular or glamorous, their 
lifestyle and methods were 
abhorrent to local people and the 
community gave us a lot of 
support during the enforcement 
phase of this operation.” 

One person has outstanding 
charges against him in respect of 
this operation and has failed to 
answer his bail or attend court for 
his trial. 

Gary Burke, 22, of Osborne 
Road, Luton, has pleaded not 
guilty to two counts of 
Conspiracy to Supply Class A 
Drugs. He is now wanted by 
police and anyone who knows his 
whereabouts is asked to contact 
police immediately. Information 
can be given to police anony¬ 
mously via Crimestoppers on 
0800 555111.

Solicitor warns of 
‘will writer’ cons

A SOLICITORS firm has 
advised people to ensure 
they are not being conned 
when they draw up their will. 

Gail Donaldson, from Neves, 
which has an office in George 
Street West, Luton, said 'will 
writers’ are not solicitors, 
after the problem was high¬ 
lighted on the BBC’s Pan¬ 
orama on Monday. 

In a secret filming under¬ 
taken for the programme, an 
elderly couple was not told 
the details of charges which 
were confusingly set out in 
writing, but then taken away 
by the will writer. 

Since the documentary was 
aired, Ms Donaldson said the 
fear of costs prompts some 
people to use will writers as 
opposed to firms such as hers. 

She said: “Solicitors are 
required to set out in writing 
the basis of their charges, and 
in many cases wills are under¬ 
taken for a fixed fee with free 


storage of wills and other 
documents. 

“This programme highlights 
the potential for getting it 
wrong without full legal 
advice and the need for prop¬ 
er regulation of will writers. 

“It can be very costly to 
undo after you have gone and 
can leave your family in disar¬ 
ray when they have to pick up 
the pieces as problems gener¬ 
ally only come to light when 
you have died.” 

Research by consumer 
group Which? found the aver¬ 
age fee for a will drafted by a 
solicitor to be £130. 

But will writers, who charge 
£107, do not have to undergo 
any training, do not have 
insurance, and are not regu¬ 
lated. 

If they go out of business, 
there is little that can be done. 
Sometimes the will cannot be 
found, even where charges 
have been made for storing it.

Man jailed 
for biting 
neighbour

A YOUNG father who bit a 
neighbour's face when 
tensions between them 
boiled over, has been jailed 
for eight months. 

Chamberlain, 28, of Mill 
Street, Luton, pleaded guilty 
to assaulting Ryan Ward on 
March 7 this year. 

Judge Michael Kay QC told 
David Chamberlain: “If this 
had just been punching that 
would be serious enough. 

“But it is the biting near the 
eye which really troubles me, 
it was vicious.” 

Prosecutor Gavin Pottinger 
told Luton Crown Court on 
Monday that the men were 
neighbours in Kingsland 
Road, Luton and their 
partners had fallen out with 
each other. 

Acrimonious text messages 
and threats had been made. 

On March 7, after 
Chamberlain had been 


drinking at a family social, he 
went to confront Mr Ward 
and punched him to the 
ground, then bit him on the 
face. 

When police arrived he is 
alleged to have said: “I did it. I 
did wrong but he deserved 
it.” 

James Rouse, defending, 
said: “To his eternal shame he 
let the situation get the better 
of him. 

“He became embroiled and 
lost his temper. 

“His partner was pregnant 
at the time and he felt very 
protective towards her.” 

The barrister said 
Chamberlain’s son was born 
just nine days before his 
court appearance and urged 
the court to suspend the 
sentence. 

Judge Kay said the bite mark 
was near the eye, and caused 
blood to flow and required a 
number of stitches. 

He said: “It is quite clear this 
was a premeditated attack.”

THE media is buzzing with 
reports of slow sales and falling 
house prices and it would be 
tempting to assume that the 
future looks gloomy. 

However, these things always 
come in waves and it will 
probably not be long before we 
look back at this time and 
wonder what all the fuss is 
about. 

From a buyer’s perspective, the 
question is whether this is a 
good time to buy because prices 
have fallen, or a bad time to buy 
on the basis that they might fall 
further. Oddly it is probably 
both, for several reasons. 

Firstly, we should look at 
things in perspective and 
understand that there is a 
difference between a regular 
buyer and a professional 
property investor.

There is also some comfort to 
be taken from the fact that the 
long-term trend for prices has 
always been upwards, so any fall 
could be expected to be followed 
by another rise before you move 
on in, say, four or five years time. 

So any immediate ‘losses’ 
would probably have been 
cancelled out while you have 
been enjoying your home. 

With rising rents, property 
ownership remains a foundation 
of our personal satisfaction and 
security. 

The key is to take advantage of 
the choice available to you, buy 
somewhere you can really call 
home and ignore short-term 
price fluctuations, knowing that 
the roof over your head is your 
own.

MATTHEW Barnes-Homer stamped his 
place as the striker to lead Luton Town’s 
assault on the Blue Square Bet Premier 
this season after his 88th minute 
screamer grabbed all three points in 
what should have been a comfortable 
opening day win over Altrincham. 

The winner came as a huge relief for 
Hatters fans who had seen their side dom¬ 
inate proceedings with Kdenek Kroca 
scoring a debut goal to give Luton a first- 
half lead before a Damian Reeve equaliser 
for the Robins with 20 minutes remaining. 

Neither team came out all guns blazing 
but Luton started the brighter of the two 
and came close to creating a chance 
shortly after four minutes. Andy Drury 
ripped through the Altrincham defence 
but his cross from just inside the Robins’ 
penalty box evaded everyone. 

Altrincham’s first sight on goal came in 
the tenth minute but Ryan Brown’s 45- 
yard free-kick lacked both pace and accu¬ 
racy to trouble Mark Tyler in the Luton 
goal. 

On 19 minutes, Luton had their first real 
chance to score. Barnes-Homer latched 
on to Kevin Gallen’s flick-on and whipped 
the ball to Drury at the back post, but 
Stuart Coburn got down well to smother 
the winger’s effort. 

Three minutes later Luton took a deserv¬ 
ing lead. Keith Keane’s right-sided corner 
was headed back across the face of goal by 
George Pilkington where Kroca was wait¬ 
ing to nod in from less than five yards on 
his first Blue Square Bet Premier appear¬ 
ance for the Hatters.

Barnes-Homer was in inspiring form for 
the hosts and on 62 minutes had two 
attempts to extend the Hatters lead.
